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Biographies 


Praised for her “effortless command of the instrument” and “evocative lyricism,” Ontario born Caroline Cole recently 
became the first harpist ever to be awarded the prestigious Virginia Parker Prize. She is winner of the 2013 Astral 
Artists National Auditions, The Juilliard School Robert Wayne Barlow Prize in Harp, the Canada Council J.B.C. Watkins 
Award, and is the only harpist to ever receive The Sylva Gelber Music Foundation Award. She has twice received 
second prize at L’Orchestre Symphonique de Montreal Standard Life Competition as well as the prize for best 
performance of a contemporary work at the 2010 competition. 

Ms. Cole’s skills take her outside of the classical music genre to Broadway, jazz, pop, and film music. She 
regularly performs for The Fantasticks off-Broadway, the world’s longest running musical, and has recorded with 
Indie Rock band, King Deco. Ms. Cole’s first film recording, Sedona soundtrack received Film Score of the Year 
Award from Pheonix Music Awards in 2011. 

Ms. Cole received a Master’s of Music degree in 2011 from The Juilliard School, where she studied with Nancy 
Allen, and a Bachelor of Music degree from the University of Toronto under the tutelage of Judy Loman, in 2009. 

American composer Evan Fein was born in 1984 in Cleveland, Ohio and currently resides in New York City, where he 
is a member of the Ear Training Teaching Faculty at The Juilliard School Precollege and Evening Divisions. His music, 
known for its strongly lyrical and narrative qualities, has been widely performed at home and abroad — including in 
France, Germany, Iceland, the United Kingdom, and the Netherlands — and has been commissioned by organizations 
including Opera de Poche, The Albany Symphony, The Juilliard School, The New York Choreographic Institute, and 
Cleveland Public Theater. He is the recipient of awards from the ASCAP Foundation as well as grants from Meet the 
Composer and the American Scandinavian Society. 

Evan Fein began playing the piano and composing at the age of six. He holds a Doctorate of Musical Arts and a 
Master of Music from The Juilliard School and a Bachelor of Music from the Cleveland Institute of Music. In addition, 
he studied at the Freie Universitat Berlin and L’Ecole Normale de Musique de Paris. His primary teachers included 
Robert Beaser, Samuel Adler, Michel Merlet, and Margaret Brouwer.

Sailing on Starlight, Op.16 

As the son of an astrophysicist, I have long been fascinated by the intersections of science and music, and the 
subtle ways the two fields have influenced one another throughout history. Over countless cold nights, I began to see 
similarities between the way my father approached the questions posed by the light coming through his telescope 
and those I encountered staring at my blank staff paper. I also found myself increasingly awestruck by the vast and 
beautiful world far above my suburban driveway. 

Scientists have long known about the life-cycles of stars, and that the material ejected by a dying star becomes 
fodder for new stars and planets—and more than one slightly sensational YouTube video has reminded me that every 
atom in the human body began its life in a star. One question that remained unanswered, however, was the means 
by which this ejected matter accelerated away from dying stars. The math didn’t work. Just two years ago, though, 
advances in astronomy allowed more direct observation of these fields of stardust, and scientists were amazed to 
discover that the particles were exactly the right size to catch the failing light of their parent star like a sail, and float 
along on a current of photons. 

This spectacular and humbling image sparked my interest, but it sat in the back of my mind for quite some time. 
When Caroline Cole asked me to create something for her, I realized that there is no more radiant instrument than 
the harp, and in an instant I had the concept for her piece.
